On the basis of the last closing 
prices in Wall street, the big melon 
cutting represents a distribution of 
stock worth $313,082,000. 

Reports that Judge E. H. Gary was 
about to resign as chgirman of the 
hoard of directors of the corporation 
continued after the meeting, due to 
the judge’s policy against big divi- 
dends. The chairman, however, refused 
to affirm or deny the reports.

Knowledge Or any plan for him to” 
succeed the present chairman but 
would not comment on the possibility 
of Gary's retirement.

Washington, December 16.—(7)— 
The senate set a new record for eariy 
passage of an appropriation bill today 
by approving within ten days of the 
start of the session the $894,023.378 
supply bill for the treasury and ‘post- 
office departments. 

A total of $3,169,130 was adder: 
by the senate to the bill as passed by 
the house and this provoked some 
eriticiam by Senator King, demoera:, 
Utah, who described “Coolidge econ- 
omy” as a “myth” and insisted the 
administration “was grossly extrava- 
gant.” 

Senator King pointed out that the 
bill even with the senate additioas 
earried $3,200,000 less than was rec- 
ommended by the budget bureau and 
exceeded Inst year’s appropriation for 
these departments by $5,363,000. 

The $12,000,000 allotment for the 
prohibition unit went through with- 
out comment after the defeat yester- 
day of the proposal to use $500,000 
for the employment of “under cover” 
men on the dry force. The bill also 
provides about $15,000,000 for the 
anti-rum smuggling activities of the 
coast guard. 

The addition to the bill of $1,082.- 
960 for transportation of foreign mails 


was stubbornly contested by Senator 
McKellar, democrat, Tennessee, but 
an agreement finally Was reached 
whereby it was agreed none of the 
money should be used for contracts 
heretofore made by th> postmaster gen- 
eral. This will force the making of 
new contracts with the six steamship 
lines affected. 

The senatesalso added $200,000 for 
the customs service and $1,875,000 for 
additional compensation of postal em- 
ployees. 

The bill now goes to conference for 
adjustment of differences between the 
house and senate,

FISCAL AGENT FEE 
NOT COLLECTABLE, 
HIGH COURT HOLDS 


Retroactive fees for serving as fiscal 
agent for a bank cannot be collected 
by another bank, according to a de- 
cision handed down Thursday by the 
supreme court in a case submitted to 


that body by the court of appeals. 

The case was the Bankers’ Trust 
& Audit Co., of Monticello, against 
the Merchants bank, of JeffersonvHle. 
The Monticello bank attempted to col- 
lect fees amounting to $5 a year 
for five years for services said to 
have been rendered as fiscal agent 
and in organizing the Jeffersonville 
institution. The supreme court held 
that the fees were of a retroactive 
mature and could not be collected. 
The court ruled that the contract be- 
tween the two institutions was void 
for Jack of mutuality. 

The supreme court Thursday also 
decided litigation between Judge J. 
A. Hixson, Americus lawyer, and Dr. 
A. Bb. Hinkle, of Griffin concerning 
title to $13,000 worth of Liberty bonds 
held by the government pending a 
settlement of the dispute. The court 
refused to uphold a claim by Dr. Hin- 
kle that the bonds were transferred 
to him and upheld the contention of 
Judge Hixson that the bonds were in- 
volved in a stock deal which was 
without consideration.

$40,000 Aero Equipment 


BANQUET PLANNED 


Complete Plane and As- 
sortment of Aviation 
Motors To Be Shipped 
To Air Service Unit. 


Equipment valued at $40,000 has 
been given the R. O. T. C. air service 
unit at Georgia Tech by the United 


States government, according to an- 
nouncement of Lieutenant Edgar F., 
Glenn, air corps instructor at Tech, 
Thursday, 

One D-H plane has been shipped 
from Maxwell Field, Montgomery, and 
will, arrive in Atlanta during the 
holidays. The plane is fully equipped, 
and will be used for ground work by 
the students. Lieutenant Glenn has 
been trying to get the plane for some 
time and said that it would be of 
great value in instruction. 

A new Liberty, 12-cylinder motor, 
mounted with a _ propeller, will be 
among the equipment shipped. It will 
be mounted on a suitable base so that 
it can be operated for classroom work. 


Valuable Engines. 

In addition to the Liberty, one His- 
pano-Suiza motor and a Rhone rotary 
motor, will be shipped. The total value 
of these engines is estimated at $20,- 
000. They will be used for elass room 
demonstrations. 

Five traps, five Winchester double- 
barreled pump guns and a %Jarge 
amount of clay targets will be among 
the equipment. The traps will be set 
up and the advanced students will 
use them to quicken the eyesight, a 
vital prerequisite for an army pilot. 
The equipment also include? four 
new aerial bombs, one $600 radio set, 
two Browning synchronized machine 
guns mounted for shooting through the 
propeller, two flexible Lewis guns and 
equipment for aerial photography.

Lieutenant Glenn was detailed to 
the Tech unit at the beginning of 
the school year, and since that time 
has aroused a great deal of interest in 
aeronautics among the students, He

Members of the unit were shown an 
educational picture Thursday, with 
aerial bombing as the subject. The 
theory and practice of bombing was 
explained, and the destruction of the 
battleships New Jersey and Virginia, 
in 1923, by the air service, shown. 
Other pictures, which are secured 
from the government, will be shown 
in the near future.

menial programs to choose from, he 
decided to find out just how much 
music the Stromberg-Carlson. treasure 
chest held for him. 

To Serve Mood. 

_ We don't know how you feel about 
it but there are times when one is 
not at all pleased to turn from sta- 
tion to station and hear “Bye, Bye 
Blackbird,” “You Can't Be My Sweet- 
heart,” and blues of all sorfs and 
kinds. played ini as many variations, 
combinations and  coloratones, or. 
what have. you, from six to 16 times 
from as many stations. While we 
know the ether is loaded with every- 
thing in the world of music, drama 
and education, we do like to serve 
the mood that is upon us and choose 
that which is to come in to us via 
our loud speaker. 

Just recently, in diseussing the 
freerlom of the air, so-called, we in- 
advertantly plunged ourselves into an 
argument that waxed warm as it 
progressed in regard to jazz.

The fertilizer costs, therefore, is 
& paramount problem to every farm- 
er of this section of the country. 
The supplying of the same at low- 
est prices, consistent with sound 
and fair trading on the part of the 
manufacturers, is absolutely essen- 
tial if the farmer, on the other end 
of the equation, is expected to make 
any profits out of his operations. 
He is entitled to these just as much 
as the fertilizer manufacturers are 
entitled to fair profits. 

In the United States district court 
in Baltimore Monday 36 fertilizer 
firms were fined from $1,500 to 
$3,500 each for violation of certain 
features of the anti-trust laws. The 
federal trade commission had made 
the indictment that they had en- 
tered into a trade restraining com- 
bine, whereby prices were also regu- 
lated. The judge in imposing fines 
under pleas of nolo contendere, 
which precluded testimony without 
‘admissions of guilt, admitted that 
it was not in evidence whether the 
prices thus agreed upon by the vio- 
lators were ‘‘excessive” or not. 


That is precisely what should be 
found out. It is admitted that fol- 
Jowing the farm depression of 1920 
the fertilizer concerns as a whole 
lost great sums of money from their 
inability to make normal collections. 
But that is no reason why the farm- 
ers of the present day, most of 
whom, perhaps, were not involved 
in the 1920-21 credit lasses, should 


‘be made to provide, through pres- 


ent high and almost prohibitive fer- 
tilizer prices, for the deficits in- 
curred in those unfortunate days. 


It may be that the present prices, 
which have been on the up-grade 
for the past three years are not 
excessive, taking into account the 
costs of chemicals, labor, etc. But 
that fact should be established, if 
it is a fact. It is not reasonable 
that a great combine of the nature 
shown, the existence of which is 


not denied, would provide a scale 
of prices that did not represent 
profits—and maybe abnormal prof- 
its: The entire matter should be 
sifted to the bottom. 


In the southeast the problem is 
such an acute one,-and involves 
such a large group, the economic 
condition of which is reflected in 
every line of trade and industry, 
that it will not admit of dismissing 
with a few gestures and some nomi- 
nal fines.

Bheumatism, developing into partial 
paralysis of his legs, cut short Larned's 
tennis career in 1911, after he had 
won the national singles title five 
years in succession. 

Although obfiged to use a cane in 
walking, he was apparently on the 
road to recovery until a few months 
ago. A relapse resulted in his doctor's 
forbidding him to engage in any out- 
door activity. Dr. Bolling Lee, ais 
physician, said a nervous. breakdowr, 
suffered two years ago, was a “direct 
cause of his act.” 


Although a business venture of re- 
cent years—manufacture of a_ steel- 
framed tennis racquet which he ia- 
vented—was said not to have come up 
to expectations, friends of Larned 
denied that any financial worries fig- 
ured in his action. He was said to 
be well to do. He had been a member 
of the New York Stock Exchange for 
several years, and sold his seat in 
1922 for $98,000. 


Larned ranked among the greatest 
tennis stars America has ever pro- 
duced. His achievement in holding 
the national singles title seven times 
—1901 and 1902 and 1907 to 1911— 
matched the recard of the first recoz- 
nized champion, R. D. Sears, who held 
the crown s¢even straight years, 1851 
to 1887. 


Plays on Davis Team. 


Larned played on six American 
avis cup teams, 1902, 19038, 1905, 
1908, 1909 and 1911, but participated 
in the challenge round of the interna- 
tional team championship only four 
times. He won 10 out of 15 Davis 
cup matches but figured in an Ameri- 
can team triumph only once, in 1902, 
when he combined with Holcombe 
Ward, Malcolm Whitman and Dwight 
Davis, now secretary of war, to beat 
Great Britain, three matches to two. 


One of the first civilians to take 
up aviation, he was commissioned a 
major upon America’s entrance into 
the world war in 1917 and put in 
charge of developing aviation person- 
nel. In 1918 he went to England to 
take charge for a time of the Amer:- 
can air forces stationed there and was 
promoted to lieutenant colonel.

Rumania is said to come under Ital- 
ian influence and Greece has refused 
the Jugo-Slav request for common ac- 
tion against the Albanian treaty.
